Tu a vcccnt lootiiro hofove the Ganadiaiv Chib, Dr. Montague 
Reiidall. former lioad iiia:=lor of \\MiKiioslèr Collepe. lauded' the 
English Public Schools and Ihc. classical oducalion rocoivcd 
there. In spite of all criticisms to (he contrary, Dr. Kendall be- 
lieves, it docs promote the spirit; of work and of chivalry, and it 
fits men to take their place in the world more than modern utili- 
tarian curricula. 

In spite, however, of the eminent, authority who is resjwn- 
sible for theise statements, and certainly nobody is in a better po- 
sition to ob.serve the virtues and defects of the English Public 
School than Dr. Kendall, there are criticisms of the purely clas- 

'.sical- education that in the estimate of many eminent education- 
alists far outweigh the many things that can be said in ils fa- 

-vour. Pr.obaWy the most important objociion is that it is for the 
few rather than for the many. For the son of wealth who has 
no need to worry about how ho may earn his bread, the Public 

ikSchoolyEducation is ideal, but for the son of the middle class who 

l^u^^nler upon a professitjnal or commercial career it is woe- 
fully inadequate. Dr. Kendall believes differently. He says, "if 
you wish to educate a boy for war, commerce, or mathematics, 
dose him with 'Latin. If you take them early, keep them at it 
and give them enough, and put your English into the scrap bas- 
ket, I believe you will be educating a finer citizen and a robuster 
mind." 

TJiere is no doubt that the study of Latin is a great help to 
one's English, but it is not of such great merit that one can af- 
ford to throw the study of English away altogether. Shakespeare, 
Milton, and Tennyson are surely worthy of study. Modern life 
is getting so coni plicated and so specialized that the man who 
has not a- knowledge of economics and kindred sub,iects is at a 
grave disadvantage. 

Ko educational sy.^tem that deals only with the intellectual 
side of development, filling the mind with a lot of knowledge, 
but not showing the student how to make use of this knowledge 
for the benefit of mankind, can be regarded as fulfilling the 
great duty that brought the school into existence. It is not even 
n honest effort at education in its true sense.

Many publish- 
ers (none of them know what poetry 
is but think it a. bunch of .-«Illy non- 
sonso) feellnp- the lime drawlnp near 
for tho Poetry Bra, collected . all the 
silly, nonsense they could find .and 
drew It into sntholoftle.i In hnrcm 
Bcarcm order. Then when the public 
bCKa.n Its search for poalry a proiip 
of the.=r. anUioloplea wor<\ thrust at 
it and the sixty thousand contompo- 
rary poets were led into Iho llpht." 

Air. Noycs told of the effect of an- 
Iholoplea on the work of thn Indivi- 
dual poet, tin said that one collect- 
or, (a collector iismilly belnp a man 
not knowing or carhiR about poetry 
hut hadly In need of ,o«Hy funds) came 
Lo him and asked him for some of 
Ilia ijonins for an aniholopy. .Mr. 
Nijyo.K, ns Iho man wa.i ii friend riin- 
senjeil lo Klve him ihe privllofîe of 
ii.sing liiH ipocniH. 'JMie man waH ho- 
Krlnvlng llie fact Ihnt he could not 
affqrd to use any of Kipling's pontu.s,

00,000 poets in 
contemporary literature — what 1£ we 
read one new one each week? That 
would mean only fifty-two a year 
and would leave some poor ô9,5."0 
left unread — of poetry. If only peo- 
ple would choo.oc a poei .and read his 
book of works, how much more sim- 
ple It would be to really know the 
best." 

Just then ,Mr.<i. .Voyes. an enthu:»:- 
astic and rosy cheeked little lady 
walked Into the room, hearing our 
conversation she said, "Don't those 
anthologies make an awful dilemma. 
If you publish In thont the publisher 
likes it hccaiise It broadcasts your 
work and if you publisli in tbein you 
are unhappy that they .are not the 
■poetiiH you really want jJubllshod 
alone, if you don't — everyone thinks 
that either you were not asked to 
publish or ihnt yonr unrk i.i not 
popular. One musi fortainli. take a 
ilnfliille .stand and we l.pll,.ve ii bet- 
ter not to imbli.sb but to liavo the 
work voad in ii book."

Itul his arlicin turned 
out to be only the overflow of excosa 
gas from one who has not spent vnry 
much time, if any. In the .Marlllnio 
rrovinees. lie did not hesitate to dls- 
ngree. however, with one who halls 
from tho Maritimes, and as a humor- 
ist, his wit Is very feeble. 

And as for "accuracy!" I think Ell- 
gene Forsey doesn't practise It. him- 
self. In the first place, I would like 
to know when and where he got his 
statlsilrs. Even though the.v may lie 
iiulip eoneci, I Vnow that flgiiros may 
be Jug.glod nronnd nn,v way lo moot 
the ends of the Juggler.. But thor.o was 
one statement in partictilar which ap- 
peared <ln Eugene Korsey's Ictfci", Hie 
idea of whioli is absolutely falsn îinil 
absurd. It is this: — "There is .■\n ele- 
ment of truth also in the popular Cen- 
tral Canadian view that tho .Mari- 
times have developed an inferiority 
complex and are too fond of looking to 
the Government — " This "popular t^on- 
tral (?anarilan view'^ Is probably that 
of Eugene Forsey, of Ottawa. ■ This 
"view" is "popular" because he en- 
dorses it, and it Is "Central Canadian.^' 
therefore, bccatise he lives in Ottawa. 
But I would advise this wise diplomat 
thus, cspcciall.v since he has attacked 
•'Xovn Scolian" for his Inaccuracy — 
••Thou hypocrite, rir.'«t casl out the 

beam out of thine own eye ." If 

he thinks the .Maritini'ers consider 
themselves inferior to any living race, 
he is certainly labouring under a great ' 
delusion, as are all who share' .In that 
"Itopular Central Canadian view." 

Furthermore, tor the sake of accur- 
acy, which iîugene Forsey thinks inu.st. 
be so absolute in others, but unneces- 
sary in himself, one afflicted with the 
inferiority complex docs not seek aid 
from others, but rather shrinks from 
them whom he considers to be his. su- 
periors.
